The orientation of the openings, toward the patients 
nostrils, would render them ineffective for their Intended purpose if they were relocated 
distal to the nose. Since Simmons does not teach or suggest the nasal cannula 
retainer of claim 6, claims 2-4 and 6 are patentable over Simmons. 

Claim 16 recited a method of retaining a nasal cannula and a nasal gastric tube, 
the method Including securing a nasal cannula distal to the nose. As discussed above. 
Simmons does not teach or suggest a nasal cannula retainer with clips distal to the 
nose of the patient. Therefore claim 16 is also patentable over Simmons.
